DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment after final rejection filed on February 1 0, 201 0 has been 
entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12-17 are allowed as presented by the applicant. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Regarding Claims 1 2 and 1 7, the prior art discloses most of the claimed 
invention; however, the prior art does not expressly disclose that a foil that is completely 
sealed and bonded to said base. 

Regarding Claim 16, the prior art discloses most of the claimed invention; 
however, the prior art does not expressly disclose a tearable sealing foil completely 
sealed and bonded to said bottom portion of said neck-assembly. 

The closest prior art to the claimed invention are the following: 

Helms et al. (4,359,169) [Helms], 
Graboski et al. (6,117,506) [Graboski], 
Flanagan (6,082,568), and 
Moore (5,680,968).
